Council ‘thinks creatively’

Facing a bleak fiscal year, East Jor- 
dan City Council] tumed to creative 
problem-solving in dealing with sev- 
eral issues at the April 19 meeting. 

Approached for the second time by 
Olson Street resident Michana Gee 
about a hazardous culvert, council 
struggled with finding funds for reduc- 
ing the danger. 

The safety hazard is a result of a 
cement-reinforced bank off the road 
over Brown Creek. The steep drop off 
the unprotected road is what concems 
Gee and several other parents in the 
area. 

City Superintendent Bob Johnson said 
the cost oflabor and materials to protect 
both sides‘of the road could run as high 
as $8,000. 

Council member Greg Chappuies 
suggested using any money left after 
bids on street projects already appro- 
priated in the budget. He noted some 
guard rail donated by MDOT is in stor- 
age at the city waste transfer station and 
could be used for the project to cut 
costs. 

“If we can’t doit this year, we should 
definitely include the project in next 
year’s budget,” said Chappuies. 

Mayor Russ Peck said the project 
couldn’t wait. — 

“It’s a matter of public safety,” said 
Peck. 

Chappuies pointed out that the side- 
walk and strect repairs budgeted were 
also a matter of public safety.

Continued brainstorming led to the 
idea of making it a volunteer project.

Since both groups wanted to pur- 
chase banners with the moncy, council 
agreed to use the promotional funds to 
install as many brackets as possible on 
the 29 light poles suggested by 
Chappuies’ committee. 

The city will install the brackets. 
Money left over will be considered for 
generic banners at a later date, with the 
newly formed DDA having jurisdiction 
over the selections.

Ginny Miller is on the ee

October 8, 1993, on a rainy US-31 between East- 
port and Atwood, Ginny Miller’s life changed. 

That evening, she and her three friends were on 
their way to a football game in Elk Rapids. A car 
coming toward them lostcontrol, slammed theirsmall 
car into a spin, and slammed them again before 
coming to a rest. 

The girls in the front seat, driver Jodi Ager and Tara 
LaPointe, both with broken bones and bruises, were 
treated and released from the hospital. 

But the girls in the back seat, Ginny and Kate 
Schoensee, both sustained very serious injuries. 

Ironically, seatbelts caused the injuries. The force 
of the collision caused the lap belts to literally cut into 
both girls. 

At the same time, the belts probably saved their 
lives. 

“If Jodi hadn’t insisted that they all wear belts,” said 
Ginny’s mom Kathy, “I don’t think any of them 
would be alive.” 

Torch Lake Township Fire Chief Stan Dawson, 
who responded to the scene, agrees. 

“That little girl (Jodi) saved her friends’ lives by 
making them wear seatbelts,” he said, soon after the 
accident. Dawson said when he first arrived at the 
accident, he had a terrible feeling there would be 
fatalities. 

“They are very lucky girls,” said Dawson. 

The injuries Ginny sustained that night were to her 
spine and abdomen. She was flown to the University 
of Michigan Hospital in Ann Arbor where they set 
about putting her back together. 

A long three months later, after several surgeries 
and a lot of hard work, Ginny was moved to Munson 
Hospital in Traverse City and was finally able to come 
home for good at the end of January. 

Ginny is now back at school full-time, and after 
taking a break from physical therapy for a while to 
catch up on school work, will start back May 1. 

“She has come a long, long way,” said Kathy, “And 
she’s not going to stop working. She’s got a mean 
mother!” 

Now confined to a wheelchair, Ginny is determined 
to continue with her pre-accident activities as much as 
possible. That includes being outdoors and going for 
long walks. But living on Rushton Road, she discov- 
ered that riding along on the side of a curved, hilly 
road that many people drive high-speed on could 
be fraught with danger. 

The road shoulders are small and sandy, difficult 
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for Ginny to maneuver, even with the help of her usual 
walking companion, brother Tony, 12. So she needs 
to stay on the pavement, but, as Kathy said, “cars fly 
by at about 70 to 80 mph.” 

The Millers contacted the township, and for once 
government bureaucracy was expedited, with the 
help of Central Lake Township Supervisor Paul 
Vernon. Warning signs have been placed in both 
directions near the Miller home on Rushton. 

Vernon said the Antrim County Sheriff Department 
is planning “selective enforcement” of the 55 mph 
speed limit through the area. The township is also 
petitioning to lower the speed limit, especially through 
the residential area where Ginny lives. 

While Kathy, her husband Randy and their children 
(which also includes son Jason) want people to know 
that seatbelts saved Ginny’s life, they also say a 
shoulder strap would have saved Ginny from such 
severe injuries. 

“Car-makers can install them in the back seats and 
it’s very cheap, too,” said Kathy. She said although 
they are now in the newest vehicles, people should 
demand them in their older cars, too. 

“There should be a recall of all cars without them,” 
she said. 

Ginny thinks the new signs are great and hopes they 
will help the situation. She has one objection, though. 

“The little guy on the sign has no hair,” she said with 
a grin, flipping her own dark, shoulder-length tresses 
to emphasize the point.

MAY 9 WILL be an 
important day for readers 
as well as for property 
owners in the East Jor- 
dan area. This is the date 
the Jordan Valley Dis- 
trict Library has set aside 
for a special library elec- 
tion, The library is seek- 
ing 1-mill. This is not 
additional millage. It is 
the same amount that was 
approved by the voters in 
1986. The library lost its 
1-mill when school fund- 
ing was cut by the state 
last year. It did not ex- 
pire. The library’s 1-mill 
was collected by the East 
Jordan Public Schools, 
for the library. 

A mill represents $1 for 
every $1,000 in assessed 
property value, which by 
law is supposed to equal 
half a property’s market 
value. For residents with 
homes valued at $40,000, 
(state equalized value 
$20,000) taxes would be

$20 per year, which is 
less than what a new hard- 
cover book would cost.

Tips on how to 
select a builder 


Now that you have de- 
cided you want to buy a 
new home, do you know 
how to find a builder who 
is Committed to giving you 
the best value for your 
money? When selecting 
your builder, you’ll want 
to choose him or her as 
carefully as you will 
choose the style of your 
home. 

A good place to start 
your search is the real es- 
tate section of the newspa- 
per. Look for the type of 
home you want and note 
who builds them. Make a 
list of the ones you like 
and visit the developments. 
Take a look around, and 
pick up the promotional 
material they will have 
available. Talk to a sales 
person about the builder’s 
history, the company’s 
mission statement and 
what its customer service 
response system is. Re- 
member that most of the 
information you will pick 
up will be oriented toward 
selling the home and will 
be written by the builder 
or someone the company 
employed. 

Ask the builder for the 
addresses of the homes 
they recently built, and 
take a drive around the 
neighborhood. Saturday 
and Sunday are good days 
for your tour since you are 
more likely tocatch people 
at home doing yard work 
and chores. Introduce 
yourself and tell them that 
you are considering pur- 
chasing a home from the 
builder who built their 
home and that you are col- 
lecting random opinions of 
the builder’s quality and 
customer service. Try to 
talk with at least three or 
four homeowners per 
neighborhood, and don’t 
just rely on the views of 
one person. 

Other reference sources 
include real estate agents 
and personal references. 
Please remember that real 
estate agents typically 
work for the seller of a 
property unless you retain 
them as buyer brokers. 

In your search, be thor- 
ough, and don’t be afraid 
to ask plenty of questions. 

Make sure the builders 
you are considering are 
fully licensed by the state. 
Before making your final 
decision be sure you know 
the answers to these ques- 
uons: 

« Is the builder an estab- 
lished member of the com- 
munity where you want to 
live? 

+ Does the builder offer 
a customer service pro- 


gram, and, if so, what does 
it cover? 

* Can the builder give 
you references from satis- 
fied customers? 


Remember that when 
you are buying a new 
home, youare not just buy- 
ing a structure, but a pack- 
age of services, and the 
quality of those services 
will have an impact on your 
enjoyment of your home. 
Do your research thor- 
oughly, and you should 
have no trouble finding a 
builder who meets your 
high standard of quality.

Federation attended the workshop. The organization 
covers seven counties in Northwest Lower Michigan, 
and many hunters from Antrim County represented 
the federation. The group raffled various donated 
sporting goods at the workshop, with the proceeds 
going to buy feed for wild turkeys. 

Jeremy Guntzviller, 14, of Elk Rapids said this was 
the second straight year he’s attended the East Jordan 
workshop. 

“You learn new turkey calls and different ways to 
hunt,” he said. ‘“There’s always something new.”

attended every northem Michigan workshop since 
they started in Charlevoix more than five years ago. 

“We like the knowledge we gain about new regula- 
tions and new hunting ideas each year, but seeing old 
friends and fellowship with other hunters is the big 
thing for us,” Herb said. 

The couple, who often hunt and fish together, said 
they began hunting turkeys about seven years ago. 

‘“‘We’ve hunted deer all of our lives,” Florence said. 
‘Hunting turkeys is much more challenging and much 
more fun.” 

One of the first plantings of wild turkeys in Antrim 
County was done on the Reileys’ 1,100-acre property. 

Michael Borkovich, Elk Rapids resident and Con- 
servation Officer at the Gaylord District office of the 
Michigan Department of Natural Resources, talked 
about turkey hunting laws at the workshop. Fellow 
conservation officer from the Gaylord District Tom 
Sweet addressed hunter safety issues. Other speakers 
included wildlife biologist Doug Reeves who dis- 
cussed turkey behavior and breeding activity, and Jim 
Maturen of the National Turkey Federation who talked 
about the current status of the organization. 

Borkovich said the wild turkey was almost nonex- 
istent in Michigan by the late 1960s. Turkeys were 
reintroduced to the state by the DNR at around that 
time. The department used moncy from hunting li- 
cense fees and purchased wild turkeys from southern 


states where they thrive. They then began planting | 


flocks at key points in Michigan. 

The DNR plants 12 to 30 turkeys about three times 
a year in Antrim County. The bird population is now 
strong in northem Michigan, with at least 3,000 
breeding birds, according to Borkovich. 

The officer said people like the Reileys have been 
instrumental in the wild turkey’s comeback in the 
State. 

“People who buy feed for the birds, who let us 
spread feed on their property — they've really made 
the difference,” he said.
